UOSSIF FUOItl LONDON. 

S00IALI8T8AND WORKINOMEN-AN ARTIST 

on the Warpath 

Nkw York, Aug. 19. — G. W. Smal 
lev's cable special to the Tribune from 
London of August tho 1st Hays: Soci- 
alistic finances aro clearly low. Wil- 
liams, one of the leaders of Ann inter- 
esting body, has gone to prison for two 
months, because he was uuablo to pay 
a line of $100 for the obstruction of a 
public highway by holding a socialistic 
meeting. Minwaring, another socialist, 
convicted on the same charge, was al- 
lowed till Thursday week to raise the 
money. Hyndmann publishes the usual 
protest against the unfairness of these 
sentences, and complains that socialist ic 
meetings are interfered with. He dis- 
closes the rather remarkable fact that 
the owners of public hulls unanimous- 
ly refuse lo let them for socialistic 
meetings, though offered money with 
a guaranty against damage. Hyndmann 
has been sued for libel by the owner 
aud agents of a Welsh mine, whom he 
accused of conduct similar to that fal- 
sely imputed to Waterin, who was 
murdered by the Decazville miners. 
This suit is likely to terminate his pub- 
lic career. 

A FRENCH DELLC ATIOX. 

The French Trades Society delegates, 
twenty-one of whom are here on a tour 
of personal inspection, are eagerly con- 
tended for by trades unions, social de- 
mocrats and liberal politicians. Burns, 
one of the leaders of the West End 
riots last February, has taken them to 
a socialistic Sunday meeting at Batter- 
sea Park. Mr. Burnett, Secretary of 
the Amalgamated Engineers, one of 
the strongest trade unions in England, 
initiated them into the secrets of those 
powerful soci'.nies on Sunday. Mem- 
bers of the National Liberal Club, not j 
much known to fame, have entertained j 
the Frenchmen at that institution. 
Tllfc; ROYAL ACADEMY, 

The case against the Royal Academy- 
is restated and enlarged in a long and j 
vigorous letter to the Times by Holuian 
Hunt. He regards the recent defense 
made by tho academy as conclusive 
proof that it means to persist in its old 
policy, and declares that it is now no 
longer a question of receiving and t 
hanging a few pictures, more or less. 
He denounces the whole history and ! 
policy af the academy and describes ' 
how it tirst triad to crush, and then ad- 
witter] successively Loigbtotf, Millais, i 
Brette, Marks, Burne, Jones and near- 
ly every other strong young artist. He { 
arraigns the majority of the academy 
as madiocriteq who havo persistently 
kept honest artists from their best 
work, encouraged incompetency and 
appointed weak teachers in the acad- 
emy schools. Ho sums up by saying 
that the Royal Academy, as now con- 
stituted, is a perpetual injury to art. 
This letter is likely to bring the con- 
troversy to a crisis.

Bradford, Aug. 18.— Andrew 
Sloan, of West Williamsburg, was 
found in his barn on Monday night 
with hisskul! fractured.

The verdiot given yesterday by the 
property owners of this city is unmistak- 
able. The majority — nnd a working major- 
ity at tbut— hiivo sbowh tliat they have 
become alivo to the urgent neceHHity for 
improving the general condition of tire city. 
The defeat of tue pleasure grounds bylaw 
is not, taken into conjunction with the pasn- 
uyo of tho other two bylaws, without its 
fiiguiticalice, showing as it does that while 
citizens lire favorable to improvement they 
desire that expenditure shall for the pres- 
ent bo only in the direction of practical 
benoflt. Though fully recognizing the 
advantage of the corporation being enabled 
to effect substantial improvements of our 
streets and bridges, we wish more particu- 
larly to refer to the desirable results that 
will aoorue from intelligent expenditure of 
the approved loan for the better water sup- 
ply of this city . The principle, of borrow- 
ing money for public works has been sanc- 
tioned by the city, and, properly directed, 
the principle is an enterprising one. Take

That 
by those means the trade of the north 
and passenger traffic would he gained and 
controlled, that tho island would ho 
quickly teeming with settlers, and tho 
west coast of Vancouver Island bo but a 
few hours distance from Es<|uimult, and 
the dangers of traversing the narrow 
island channels in a great measure 
avoided and tho expense of maintaining 
very numerous lighthouses diminished. 
Tlio idea entertained by some that Van- 
couver Island is only a inaes of rock is a 
delusion, the resr.lt of ignorance. Van-

fict the one will oncourago and foster tho 
other. To wait until tho island is settled 
before building a railroad, is to wait a 
long time ami is not consistent with mod- 
ern ideas of railroads. Itai) roads now 
take the place of wagon roads— they nro 
cheaper in the end and the advantages of 
them over wagon mat's are greater than 
can be estimated; they make the "future" 
close and distance near; iti fact, business 
is done now by means of railroads, steam- 
ers, telegraph, etc , in a short time that 
formerly took months or years to accom- 
plish. Traders must keep abreast of the 
tunes or fall into the background. 

Vancouver Island then occupies a re- 
markable and valuable geographical posi- 
tion-has plenty of land to suit even poor 
people; nn advantage which but iow 
places can boast of. It does not take 
many acres of land to support a family. 
It will not. bo more difficult to build tho 
railroad from Nanaimo to tho north than 
it has boon to construct it from Nanaimo 
to Esquimau. Tho latter has been com- 
pleted—the enil of the beginning. To 
complete the remainder within rive years 
only requires tho assistance of tho Cana- 
dian nnd local governments— assistance 
now, which will repay them lundiomely 
ero long. All that is necessary is for tho 
local government to give land and for the 
Dominion government to give a cash sub- 
sidy for a number of years, in order that 
an interest of two pur cent, per annum 
may be secured to capitalists for a 
given period. Mora than sufficient capital

This is tho third 
successive year in which loan bylaws have 
been submitted to the people for their ap 
proval, Upon the two former occasions 
they mot with a decided rejection. It 
was thought that tho first failure was due 
to the various measures being comprised 
in one bylaw, allowing no discrimination 
between total acceptance or rejection 
Rearing this probability in mind the next 
year's council placed before tho public 
each measure in a shape that permitted 
thorn to be sustained or defeated upon 
their own merits; and it was rather a ro- 
markable thing that upon that occasion, 
though a sum for the obtainment of a 
plan of ollicient drainage was endorsed, 
tho borrowing of a larger sum for further 
expenditure in that direction was refus 
ed. At that time no matured plans for 
drainagohad been submitted, and the ap 
proval by an expert hydraulic engineer ol 
the plan for tho improvement of the wa 
tor supply had not been given. The lack 
of interest taken by the property holders 
generally in the welfare of the city was 
then noticeable by a comparison with their 
voting strength and the number of votes 
caBt for the water bylaw, which was do 
Coated by a majority of some 25. The 
urgency of these works was kept before 
the public, while at the same time every- 
thing within tho authority of tho cor 
poration was done to prepare tho way for 
what may well be called most needed re- 
forms. Tho progressive portion of the 
press of the city — and it has been shown 
that it ropreseuts tho majority of the 
oommunity — vigorously advocated tho 
measures, and their efforts have been 
crowned with pleasing succe-s. The pub- 
lic mind has always to bo educated to any 
great change, and though tho 
that education is sometimes undesirably 
alow, broader and more liberal views are 
always certain to triumph in tho end over 
that olasB of fossilized fogeys whoso moss- 
backed opinions have just been made to 
count for nought. While both the streets 
and bridges improvement and that of the 
waterworks are to bo considered as high- 
ly advantageous, there is this distinction: 
the waterworks extension will actually 
prove u revenue producing investment, 
tho greator portion of its profits having 
been regularly devoted to other civic 
purposes. The improvement of the 
water Bupply Is inseparably connected 
With an ellicient system of drainage, a 
plan of which, devised by Mr. Richard 
Pickering, may be expected to arrive very 
shortly. In drainage (whose necessity 
was adtnittod when tho "urn of 85,000 for 
tho host plan was approved), improve- 
ment of the water supply, and of streets 
and bridges, can be seen the public en 
dorsement of requisite means to ensure 
health and comfort; and when these have 
been obtained, but not till then, will be 
the time for expenditure in increasing 
tho beauty of external surroundings. Not 
tho leant important consideration of the 
new state of things is the employment 
that will be furnished not only upon civic 
works, but in connection with tho in- 
creased number of buildings tha - aro cer- 
tain to bo oreetcd upon tho guarantee of 
such substantial improvement to this na- 
turally favored city.

LONDON, Aug 24 — The ministers after 
a long discussion on Parnell s amendment 
to tho address in reply to the Queen'B 
speech decided to oppose it. 

Parnell was loudly oheered in the com- 
mons to-night on rising to resume tho de- 
bate on the address in reply to the Queen's 
speech. Ho said ho believed that if the 
country had been given three more weeks 
to consider too Homo Kulo bill tho toriea 
would not have been seen installed in the 
treasury benches. Tho party had every 
reason to be satisfied with its present po- 
sition. A majority of the liberal party 
had declared in favor of Irish autonomy. 
The tories had only profited by tempor- 
ary liberal hesitation. After the present 
government had exhibited themselves for 
a year or so they would be a speotacle f< r 
Clod and man to witness in their attempt 
to govern Ireland. The lberaln' hesitation 
would vanish. Ireland had -every reason 
to have patience for her's was a winning 
cause. Tho government speeches wore 
intended to exasperate and threaten, and 
would fail to have that etlect. At the 
samo time there would bo considerable 
dilliculty with tho rent question. He re- 
gretted that the government had not 
appreciated the question, A royal com 



of a royal commission, questions of pub- 
lic works, laud purchase on inouiry into 
land rents, and subjects of legal govern- 
ment. Ho believed that tho governmeut 
policy was not a aobor one, but was

He 
only hoped that tho critics who condemn- 
ed that security would bo equally vigilant 
c incoming tho security now proposed by 
tho government; they evidently intended 
to adopt a largo achemo of land purchase. 
Was tho tenant to bo asked to bo troatod 
upon u basis of real rentable value of 
property, and the landlord on tho basis of 
judiciol rents, and was the state to moke 
up tho difference? Mr. Gladstone main- 
tained that there was no power within 
parliament over to carry such a fatal pro- 
position into effeot. [Chtera.J Ho had 
been taunted with having become the

We get 
up at 5 a. ra. Had servico this morning, 
it was splendid, live bands and singing.

BULGARIA. 
London, Aui>. 24 — The prefect of 
Varna received on Friday evening a cir- 
cular, signed by Karavlotf, ilaukatfe, 
StoilolF and Elabishoti, ordering him to 
inform the people that Prince Alexander 
had been deposed. All tho towns in Bul- 
garia and Kounielia, except Widdin, are 
in a state of sitije. It is rumored at Ber- 
lin that Alexander was compelled to ab- 
dicate by a threat of death. 

Authentic dispatches from Bulla show 
that the deposition of Prince Alexander 
of Bulgaria was accomplished during tho 
night, According to those advices, one 
thoroughly Russianized regiment of cav- 
alry was detailed in the city. After 
niolil Fall, when the other troops retired 
to their barracks, this regiment, per- 
fectly under the control of the revolu- 
tionists, surrounded the palace, about 
two hours past midnight. Alexander was 
in bed and the palace was closed. Tho 
revolutionary leaders, with tho assistance 
of tho soldiers forced their way iu and 
went to his unto chamber ami had him 
aroused. They bluntly made known to 
him the purpose of their intrusion. He 
was stunned, having been Liken coin 
pletoly unawares. When he recovered 
his self-control, and realized the help- 
lessness of his situation, lie bitterly re- 
proached his captors for their treachery. 
What followed is still rather obscure. 
The revolutionists declare that Alexan 
"der signed a formal abdication of the 
throne. Others, however, assert that he 
firmly declined to si^n the abdication, 
and that in consei|iieuce of Ilia refusal he 
was made a prisoner and ci infilled in a 
remote prison, being told thai lie would 
be kept there until he complied will) the 
demands of the rovolul ionists. The 
prince was removed from Sotia under a 
cavalry escort before daybreak. The peo- 
ple did nut become acquainted with she 
fact of the iuiij) U etnl until several hours 
alter the prince whs removed from the 
pdaoe. A telegram fro n Widdin says 
that advices received there from Bulgaria 
say there is much discontent among iho 
troops over the change in the govern- 
ment. The large proportion of I he troops 
are disposed to restore Alexander. 

London, Aug, 21. —The undei socrotary 
tur foreign affairs, replying to questions in 
the commons this afternoon, stated that the 
government had no additional news from 
Bulgaria. The government, he said, view ed 
events iu that country with the gravest 
lears. He declined to stato whether itUMsiu 
was implicated in the event. Tho question 
as to Russia's complicity will be renewed 
to-morrow. 

The Xews yesierduy morning says it is 
obvious that Prince Alexander was deprived 
of his throne by orders oi the e/.ar. An 
official version oi the revolution is so lla- 
grantly and transparently dishonest that it 
will not deceive a child, and the effect may 
be extremely serious. Russia's action is 
unwarrantable and without excuse. 

Tho argument of the Merlin Post that tho 
revolution implies a Russian victory over 
Knglish influence in the east iH absurd. No 
power is less interested than England. 
Alexander was nominally a vausal of tho 
sultan, and if it can bo shown that he was 
deposed without the sultan 's consent, a 
grave international difficulty will at once bo 
raised. 

The deposition of J'riueo Alexander of 
Bulgaria has astonished tho politicians and 
the financiers of England. Consols to-day 
have fallen ; Egyptiau securities aro down 
one percent., and Turkish and Russian troui 
one to two each. Other stocks wore aiso 
flat later in the day, but the market is now 
recovering. 

St. PkTJCRSBtr&o, Aug. '2-t. — The Journal, 
eommontiug on the Bulgarian crisis, Hays 
il hopes the politicians of Bulgaria and 
Ronmelia will have tho wisdom to under- 
stand that the destinies of both nutions de- 
pend ou tho behavior of the people. 
The powers with whom rests the decision of 
their destinies, adds the Journal, desire 
above all things peace, and tbu good will of 
the powers should be secured. Tho poli- 
ticians should abstain from agitation, and 
should not attempt to hamper their good 
intentions. The Russian press do not 
generally believe that any foreign powers 
w ill interfere with Russia's direct pacifica- 
tions of Bulgaria. Tho Novoe-Vremya ad- 
vocates sending a Itussian dignitary to 
maintain order until a successor to Prince 
Alexander be chosen. 

Vienna, Aug. i'i. — The news of ths revo- 
lution in Bulgaria has caused a heavy and 
rapid fall on the bourse. One rumor i» 
that Prince Alexander was imprisoned at 
Widdin ; another that he was placed in a ship 
whose destination is unknown. M. Zim- 
koff, who is the prime mover in the revolu- 
tion, and the nominal bead of the new gov- 
ernment, allows only favorable news to 
have Bulgaria. 

BtitLiN, Aug. 23.— DeGiers, Itussian 
foreign minister, now sojourning at Franz- 
enshad, will, it is staled, almost immedi- 
ately visit Bismarck and Kalnoky, Opin- 
ions are general hero that Germany and 
Austria, by mutual agreement, sacrificed 
Prince Alexander of Bulgaria in order to 
preserve an alliance with Russia at the ex- 
pense of England. Public opinion iu Ger- 
many sympathizes with Prince Alexander 
in his misfortune. 

The Post, Prince Bismarck's organ, pub- 
lishes hu article on the Bulgarian crisis 
which is characterised by an amiability of 
expressions towards Russia uud unfriendli- 
ness toward Englauit. 

CHINA. 

London, Aug. '2:1, — Dispatches from Tien- 
tsin stale that tho Chineso government has 
decided to dispatch troops to the neighbor- 
hood of Port Lnzureff ns s precautionary 
measure against the reported designs of 
Itussiato seize thai place. 

IRELAND. 

Bhlfaht, Aug. 24.— The nine policemen 
recently arrested, charged with murder for 
living npon and, as alleged, killing a num- 
ber of people during the lute riots, were 
brought up for examination to-day iu the 
criminal court. They all swore they 
fired over the heads of tho people. Judge 
Muni oo granted tho police-men releases 
on bail, with two sureties qualifying for 
Jt: 7511 iu each case. Six of the men who 
took conspicuous parts in the liols were to- 
day committed (or trial, The committing 
magistrate announced il was his inteutiou 
to trout all rioters in the same way. 

Dublin, Aug. 21. — Archbishop Croke, 
replying to an address in Miltown, while 
advising moderation, mii,|, -'The people 
should exhibit suttielent lininicss to show 
the government that if war was made upon 
them they would resist." He cautioned 
them to avoid crime, but he exhorted them 
to continue tho necessary caution until the 
rights of Ireland were restored. 

ENGLAND. 
London, Aug. 'JJ. — Mr. Gladstone, in 
the course ol an stltlieas at Ohislehurst, 

ou Baturday ( said the enthusiasm ol the 
British friends of tho tiuiua iulu idea is 
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an incentive to um never to be beaten iu 
it, but to continue the struggle for the 
happiness of Ireland. Although there 
may have been a prejudice between Ureal I 
Britain and Ireland, tho fact that in 
tho recent elections there wore 1,500,000

Sol i a, Aug. 23 — Tho people are tran- 
quil.

Pre- 
mier Clement has issued a proclamation 
announcing the Formal abdication of 
Prince Alexander, who renounces the 
throne forever, beins convinced that his ! 
reign would bo fatal to Bulgaria, The 
premier states thai a new e-tbiiiot will 
serve until the meeting of the national 
assembly, and expresaes a hope that all 
parties will co-operate to maintain law, 
and assures liie people that their ruler 
will not leave tho country without his 
powerful protection. 

TURKEY. 
Constantinople, Aug. 24 —The porte 
h is seut a circular to the powers concern- 
ing tho Bulgarian crisis. .The circular says 
the deposition of Prince Alexander has 
left Bulgaria in a position which is in the 
interest of the powers as much as it is iu 
Turkey's, and asks to be informed of their 
intentions and opinions respecting the 
situation as seen us possible. Tho troops 
in Eastern Rouraelia, at Shumla, disap- 
prove of the deposition. Two thousand 
people who openly favor the restoration 
of Alexander, met yesterday iu front of 
the liussiau consulate in Phillippopolis, 
the capital of Easlern Kounielia, and 
made a public demonstration of their 
wishes. The deposition has divided the 
population of Sofia into two hostile par- 
ties, in which evidently par .izanship rn 
both sides has become dangerously healed 
already, antl it is (eared that party co;i- 
llietsof a serious nature will oiisuo. Tho 
railway service between Constantinople 
and Kounielia has been suspended, and 
orders have been sent to Adrianople sus- 
pending the issue of tickots beyond the 
frontier. 

BU RSI AH. 
Mandalay, Aug. 24 — Cue of the em- 
bankments of the Irrawaddy river burst 
in this city yesterday. The break is ;t00 
y.irds in length and so rapid was the flow 
of water that in a Few miuu^s the whole 
district was flooded from four to ten feet 
d-;ep. Engineers at once cut a dniu south 
of the city to allow tho waters to subside, 
but tho result of this is as yot unknown, 
Fifty thousand people are today home- 
less in the city, their houses and posses- 
sions having either been destroyed or 
submerged. A number of persons were 
drowned by the sudden mill of waters; 
how many has* not yet been ascertained. 
Tho Hooded district had within its terri- 
tory many of tho fond supplying stores, 
and all of these weru swept away. The 
result will be an approach to famine 
among tho homeless people. The river 
will not fall sufficiently to permit any at- 
tempti «t the rcicoinlruotiou of tho bro- 
k-n embankment. The British militHry 
operations are seriously interfered with 
by the overflow.

The lodges will offer no op- 
position to this course, and it is under 
stood that he is getting ready for con- 
ferring degrees surreptitiously at his

BAttRETT'8 NAIJRBW ESCAPE FROM DilOWr.'.

Mr. Lawrence Barrett, the tragedi- 
an, came very near biting drowned at 
Cobasset last, week, according to the 
veracious Eugene Field in the Chicago 
News. Ed win Booth was visiting him 
and the two went fishing with .Messrs. 
Uobson and Crane in Mr. Crane's 
beautiful yacht, the Neversink. About 
three miles from shore the party east 
their lines in 200 feet of water and in 
a few minutes .Mr. Barrett had an 
eighteen-pound rock cod on bis book.
